500 American Fighting Planes 
Pass in Review at Dayton 


FAIRFIELD AIR DEPOT, DAY-, 


TON, Ohio, May 17.—(4)—Winging 
their way in review before 200,000 
spectaters, Uncle Sam’s air armada 
of 500 army planes passed in review 
late today with only one hitch, a 
forced landing in which none w ;

HOTEL MAN, Dits 


Former Savannahan, 68, 
Was Widely Known 
Throughout Country, 


Robert M. Hicks, nationally-known 
retired hotel operator, of Savannah 
and Atlanta, died at his country home 
on Candler road, near Decatur, Sun- 
day morning after an illness of three 
weeks. Bronchial pneumonia was the 
cause of death. 

In his 69th year, Mr. Hicks was 
known to virtually every hotel opera- 
tor in the United States as the pro- 
prietor of the old Hicks hotel at Sa- 
vannah, which recently has been re 
named the Whitney hotel. He retired 
about four years ago, and since that 
time has divided his residence be- 
tween his country estate in DeKalb 
county and Savannah. 

Born in Madisonville, Tenn., on 
May 21, 1863, Mr. Hicks at an early 
age went to Savannah and entered 
the restaurant field on a modest scale. 
His business developed rapidly, how- 
ever, until he found his interests in- 
termingled with the hotel business. 


| He established the Hicks hotel of that 
city, which was popular from coast 


to coast. 
Mr. Hicks was active in the Sayan- 
Masonic lodges, and 


during his years of travels he made 
scores of friends among California 
hotel men and in the meving picture 
colonies. He was a bachelor, When 
he was stricken with pneumonia, Mr. 
Hicks expressed a firm conviction that 
his illness would prove fatal, according 
to his friends. He predicted to rela- 
tives, they said, that his death would 
occur on the third anniversary of the 
death of an elder brother, Professor 
J. C. Hieks, of Sweetwater, who died 
on May 17, 1928. 

Surviving are two. sisters, the 
Misses Addie and Alice Hicks, of De- 
catur; and the following nieces and 
nephews: Mrs. Bruce Hall and W. 
©. Hicks, Decatur; R. A. and Sam

Widow of President John 
Tyler’s Grandson Was 
Widely-Beloved Woman. 


Mrs. Bessie H. Waller, widow of 
the grandson of United States Presi- 
dent John Tyler, and one of the most 
beloved figures bequeathed to this 
generation by the old south, died late 
Sunday afternoon at the home of her 
son, John Tyler Waller, in Decatur. 

Mrs Waller.dgd been iv ill bealth 
for about.two months, and her con- 
dition became critical about a week 
ago. She had made her home in De- 


eatur, at her son's residence at 207 
South McDonough road, for about 
16 years. 

Herself a member of one of the 
most distinguished families in the 
south during the ante and post-bellum 
war period, Mrs. Waller married the 
grandson of one of the most pictur- 
esque presidents in American history. 
thus linking southern aristocracy and 


tradition with the finest type of cast- | 


ern lineage. 

Mrs. Waller was the mother of 
Mrs. Mary Waller DeSaussure, wife 
of John DeSanssure, formerly of De- 
catur, and now an official of the As- 
sociated Press in New York city, with 
residence in Leonia, N. J. 

Besides her son, with whom she re- 
sided, and her daughter, Mrs. DeSaus- 
sure, Mrs. Waller leaves two grand- 
children, Miss Elizabeth Waller 
Saussure and Miss Mary Champion 
DeSaussure, of Leonia. N. J., and a 
brother, Thomas H. Austin, of At- 


nta. 

Mrs. Waller was born in Apalachi- 
cola, Fla., on March 7, 1857, the 
daughter of William H. and Mary R. 
Austin. She spent most of her girl- 
hood in Savannah and was a grad- 
uate of the Virginia Female Insti- 
tute at Staunton. 
liam G. Waller, of Williamsburg, Va. 

For many years after her marriage, 
Mrs. Waller resided in Richmond. 
Her husband, besides his distinguish- 
ed ancestry, created for himself a 
high name in the realm of journal- 
ism, and though his career was in- 
terrupted by death while he was still 
in his prime, he remains one of the 
eminent personages in Virginia his- 
tory. 

He was at the time of his death 
managing editor of the celebrated old 
Richmond Times, and had ‘been a 
brilliant member of the staff of the 
Savannah Morning News. 

Mr. Waller died at ‘Rockbridge 
Alum Springs, Va., on July 24, 1894. 

Soon afterwards, Mrs. Waller came 
to Atlanta to live, and divided her 
residence between this city and De- 
ecatur until 16 years ago, when she 
went to reside with her son in De- 
eatur. This son. John Tyler Waller, 
is an official of the Southern Cot- 
ton Seed Products Company, and.was 
formerly connected with ‘the Empire 
Cotton Oil Company.

Board Attacks Practice 
Said To Be Prevalent 
Among Manufacturers. 


Vigorously attacking the practice of 
cutting wages and lengthening hours, 
which it deelared to be prevalent 
among manufacturers, as well as ex- 
istent in some counties and municipali- 


ties of the state, the executive board 
of the Georgia Federation of Labor, 
in a session at the Ansley hotel Sun- 
day, went formally on record as urg- 
ing workers, organized or unorganized, 
to resist to the limit any attempt by 
employers to enforce such measures. 

“Many reasons have been given for 
wage cuts,” stated J. Sid Tiller, new 
president of the board. “However, 
strange as it may seem, in most in- 
stances where wages are cut, the 
manufacturer ahnounces that he will 
lengthen hours so the worker will re- 
ceive as much as always. This shows 
that the entire scheme is just an ef- 
fort to extract an additional profit 
from the worker. 

“The consensus of right-thinking 
people is that living standards of the 
masses must be maintained and raised 
and this cannot be accomplished by 
wage-cutting. The manufacturer re- 
ducing wages and lengthening hours 
is merely trying to get more than his 
share of the profits of industry and 
is not only an enemy of the worker 
but an arch enemy of the fair manu- 
facturer, who is willing to do right. 

“If a stop is not put to this per- 
nicious activity on the part of un- 
scrupulous manufacturers,” Mr. Tiller 
continued, “the entire social structure 
will be pulled down still further. The 
fair-minded person knows that the 
salvation of this country depends upon 
raising the living standards of its citi- 
zens. Therefore, the executive board 
of the Georgia Federation of Labor 
requests and urges every worker in 
the state to see that living standards 
are not cut. 

“We know that organized workers 
throughout the state have co-operated 
with fair manufacturers in dividing 
work by accepting short time. This 
gave fellaw workmen much needed 
support, but the wage rate was main- 
tained. The manufacturer that is not 
willing to aceept such fair co-opera- 
tion is entitled to nothing but a bat- 
tle, and we earnestly hope that no 
worker will fail to give the necessary 
resistance to any effort to cut wages.” 

Plans were made by the board to 
continue its organizing activities 
throughout the state, in eo-operation 
with the American Federation of La- 
bor, and assistance was pledged to the 
incoming state administration in its 
effort to reorganize the state govern- 
ment upon a more efficient and more 
economical basis. 

Sponsorship of the following hu- 
mane legislative measures also was an- 
nounced by the board: Old age pen- 
sions for veterans of industry too 
old to earn a living; unemployment 
insurance; improvement of the state 
compensation act to better provide for 
injured workers; a reduction in the 
6C hours of labor per week permitted 
by the present law, and curtailment 
of injunctions in labor disputes, to- 
gether with pledges to co-operate with 
other agencies in the state in efforts 
to relieve citizens of some of their 
burdens.

On the operating table at Grady 
hospital Leach told police he had been 
an employe of the Georgia Power 
Company for nearly 24 years.

Throughout Kiangsi and Hunan 
provinces, where a majority of the 
nationalist forces are engaged in op- 
posing red bandits, the nationalists 
are preparing a military’ thrust) 
against the provinces of Kwangtung | 
and Kwangsi, should Nanking so 
decree. 

Although Nanking has belittled the 
importance of this southern. insurrec- 
tion from the first, the nationalist 
government last week revealed 
movement is threatening the unity on 
China’s revolutionary government. 

Since May 5 the nationalist govern- 
ment peoples convention, in session 
here, has hampered Nanking’s freedom 
to inaugurate a campaign against 
Canton. The convention closed today, 
however, after having authorized Nan- 
king to handle the southern situation 
as deemed advisable for the best in- 
terests of the government. Chiang and 
his associates now are expected to 
turn their full efforts toward Canton, 
not hesitating to take up arms if the 
south continues its rebellious attitude. 

Within Canton and_ throughout 
Kwangtung and Kwangsi provinces 
during the last few days equally omi- 
nous military preparations were un- 
der way. 

Southern military leaders began 
converging on Canton to outline their 
campaign, while southern political 
chiefs who are _ fostering rebellion 
reiterated their demands that unless 
Chiang Kai-shek retires the nation 
again is doomed to war.
